It will be remembered that an ap- 
plication was made a short time ,ago 
in the British House of Commons for 
a return of certain papers connected 
with the confession and trial of the 
man O’Farrell, executed at Sydney, 
foran attempt on the life of Ilis 
Royal Highness the Duke of Edin- 
burgh. It will also be recollected that 
the papers were, for prudential rea- 
sons withheld by the Government. 
The substance of these ‘papers has 
been published in the Dubhn press. 
From replies made by ©’Farrell to 
the Australian Colonial ‘Secretary, 
and from entries made in O’Farrell’s 
diary, it would appear that a band of 
nine men had been appointed. under 
oath, by the Fenian authorities, to 
take three lives in retaliation for the 
three Fenian Manchester executions. 


and, in order to strike terror, one of 


these lives was to be that of His Roy- 


al Highness the’ Duke of Edinburgh. 


‘the balloting for these nine men took 
place in Sydney, but most 6f them ap- 
peared to have returned to England, 
imagining tliat the werk to be done 
by them Jay at home ehiefly.- If the 
individual to whom the assassination 
of the‘Prince-had been allotted, should 
falter, and decline,to do it, He was him- 
self to be made away with..A formal 
sealed warrant, like a special instru.

Nor is comment neces- 
sary, as the public will experience 
little difficulty in arriving af a com- 
mon conclusion—a conclusion which, 
for thé sake of the reputation of the 
profession. to whieh we belong, we 
extremely regret. No one who listen— 
ed tothe case can confine the mo- 
tives and objéct. within the ordinary 


compass of a business misunderstand-. 


ing. Both in its origin and objects 
it extends far beyond what merely 
appeared on the surface, and the pub- 
lic will easily trace them. So far as 
the victim of this contemptible con- 
spiracy is concerned, he has little 
need of public sympathy, for the 
simple reason- that he has_ passed 
‘through the ordeal unscathed ; and 


it id a noticeable and most credit- 
‘able circumstance that although Mr 


Barnard has been engaged so many 
years in the Express business, malice 
could not succeed in -collecting ma— 
terials fora stronger case. The line 
of. defence get up with so much ability 
by the Counsel for the defence ap- 
pears to be altogether irresist!ble.

tion of terms of union, or reconstruc- 
tion, a8 a distinct Colony. Earnest 
thinkers will have arrived at the con- 
clusion that matters niust not reniain 
as they are. 

It must be confessed that, whether 
we look at the agricultural, mineral, 
‘or commereial interests of the coun- 
try, the ‘prospect of immediate well- 
being is not particularly bright.

Viewed in the light of the immi- 
nence of Confederation, the new 


jbanking scheme, proposed: for the| pa 


Dominion, and exeiting so much news- 
paper discussion, becomes: a subject 


of importance here. It would be well| p 


therefore that the public mind in 
this Colony: should be more or. less 
informed upon the subject. We will 
give the three principal reasons, urged 
ia its favour; and. the two urged 
against it. : 

1st. The present system of bank 
note circulation is unworthy of a 
great commercial country. veral 
banks have ~failed, causing the hold- 
ers of their bills heavy losses, and 
some others are so afraid of the slight- 
est rumor concerning them that they 
may be said to exist on sufferance. 
Why then, it may be asked, should 
not the Government take steps to 
secure all the notes which banks are 
allowed to circulate. In giving the 
power to issue a currency, Govern- 
ment has ‘the co-relative duty rest- 
ing upon it to see that currency is 
perfectly uniform and secure, and this 
Mr. Rose’s measure aims to accom- 
plish. | 
2nd. The incidental advantage is 
obtained by this plan of giving the 
Government the use, at fair interest, 
of an-amount of money. equivalent 
tothe paper circulation of the coun: 
try. ; ; 
3rd. By this plan tlie banks would 
get six per cent. for the capital in- 
vested in’ Government securities, 
whilst they would be supplied with 
notes of the amount, to loan at 7 per 
cent, gr whateyer they could make. 
They would thas have 13 ‘per cent. 
for whatever portion of their capi- 
tal they chose to invest in paper cur. 
rency, less one fifty, being the amount 
jthey would have to keep on hand 
jin gold. : *

|; Ist. Phat it would deprive the banks 
}of all the means which their circu 
jlation has heretofore given them, and 
consequently limit, to an equal ex- 
jtent, their discounts. 

2nd. That the Governmeni security 
for the notes . would only be perfect, 
so long.as Government securities are 
at or over par. In case of any great 
jincrense of the public debt, and es- 
pecially in case of a war, Dominion 
securities would probabiy fall ‘below 
jpar, and, therefore could not redeem 
jthe bank bills in full ; while of couree, 
ithe specie, which the proposed law 
requires banks to keep on hand, 
would soon Uisappear in the ease of 
any one that was hard pressed.
